Iii the house m inority party mem­ 
bers picked Rep. G ore iTenn) as 
their 
'bookkeeper” to keep track 
of Republican cuts. 
Scan Office Budgets 
Today as th e house resumed dis­ 
cussion of the $8,167,869,027 inde­ 
pendent offices appropriations bill. 
Gore claimed "bona fide” reduc­ 
tion^, to date total only $1,875,716,- 
750. 
Republicans 
are claiming more 
than twice th a t much. 
Gore added in a lengthy state­ 
ment accompanied by several sets 
of figures th a t "purely phony l a n ­ 
cet cut claim s” have reached a to­ 
tal of $2,699,150,000. 
And with only slightly more than 
$5,000,000,000 
of 
the 
$37,500,000- 
000 budget still to be considered, 
he continued, it will be impossible 
to reach the goal. 
"What's m ore,” Gore said, "the 
process of reducing the reduction 
will soon get under way, w ith the 
senate adding millions to house- 
passed bills, and w ith deficiency 
measures in the offing to supple­ 
ment funds now being appropri­ 
ated.” 
Considering th at $32,238,580,462 al­ 
ready has been approved by the 
Republican - controlled 
appropria­ 
tions committee, Gore asked, “who 
are the spenders now?”

Another business neighbor of RUS- I 
sell s, Mrs. B. Poppelauer, told d e -1 
tectives Russell had rushed into her; 
store and fired his gun a t her "point 
blank" but missed. 
Detectives took a revolver from 
Russell who pointed the gun at him ­ 
self and snapped the plunger on an i 
empty shell as they went into his J 
cafe, Deas said. 
At police headquarters, Daes said I 
Russell, 
alternately 
bursting 
into J 
tears and then calming himself, de- ; 
1 dared the Wolfe's were the cause ; 
of his "recent troubles." 
"Those people were always both- 
ering me,” he blurted out to Deas , 
"They aren't going to p u t my chil- , 
dk-n in a home.” 
Then Deas said, Russell told him 
that he had killed his children b e -1 
cause he feared they would be taken 
from him. 
Physicians at city-owned Jackson 
Memorial hospital said both Wolf 
and iiis wife, Ethel, m ight die from 
their wounds. 
As Deas and other investigating 
detectives put the story together, 
Deas said Russell apparently killed 
his 
children and 
then, 
"beserk, 
rushed into Wolfe's adjoining of­ 
fice and shot the couple. 


Higher Fuel Oil, 
Lower Gas Prices 
Appear In Offing 


(By International Mewa Bervie#) 
WASHINGTON, June 18— H igher 
fuel oil prices and lower gasoline 
prices appeared to be in prospect 
today for American consumers. 
Government and industry repre­ 
sentatives participating in an em er­ 
gency conference on the current 
petroleum supply shortage agreed 
th at such a trend is in the making. 
They differed, however, on when 
it will materialize. 
Gasoline always has been a big 
m oney-m aker for the oil industry. 
B efore the advent of the autom o­ 
bile, it was kerosene. Fuel oil was 
regarded as a by-product of crude 
oil refining operations. Soon, how­ 
ever. this will no longer be true. 
C o n su m p tio n of fuel oil is going 
up- its significance as a refining 
product is mounting, and its price 
will go up as the oil industry de­ 
votes more capacity to its output. 
As this occurs, gasoline prices are 
expected to decline. 
Industry representatives 
believe 
th at some narrowing of the price 
differentia between the two prod­ 
ucts may take place "this winter 
ii 
the weather is cold, the demand foi 
fuel oil high. 
and the 
supply 
as 
-tight" as it apparently will be.

House Certain To Upset 
Possible Veto On Labor 
Measure 


(By Asaoclated P resa) 
WASHINGTON, June 18 — Top 
Democratic and Republican leaders 
agreed today house passage of the 
labor bill over a presidential veto 
is "in the bag ” 
The senate m ay tag along, but the 
outcome there is less certain. 
House leaders definitely expect a 
! veto even though President Trum an 
told reporters a t Princeton, N. J., 
yesterday "I haven’t m ade up my 
m ind yet.” 
He said he would send a message 
to congress Friday. 
A veto would make labor union 
control th e next big issue between 
the W hite House and congress, w ith 
more potential fights In sight. 
But the “cooperation” about which 
the chief executive and congress­ 
ional Republicans talked when the 
session began last January appar­ 
e n tly has just about exploded an y ­ 
way. 
GOP Leader Halleck of Indiana 
gave the tip-off on that after th e 
house upheld by a two-vote m argin 
yesterday Mr T rum an’s veto of the 
tax cut bill. Haileck told newsmen 
the veto was “the exact opposite of 
cooperation." 
Campaign Issue 
O ther Republican chiefs who do 
not want their nam es used say the 
sam e thing. The way they talk m akes 
it appear 
bare-fisted 
battling is 
likely from now on, particularly on 
domestic problems th at will supply 
electioneering m aterial for the 1948 
campaign. 
If the chief executive does veto 
the labor bill, he will have to count 
on his form er colleagues in the sen- 
at to back him up 
Senator Hatch (D-NM i, a close 
friend of the president, told a re ­ 
porter he has had no hints from 
the White House but it is his per­ 
sonal view there will be a veto and 
"th at it will be overriden.” 
Many other senators of both pol­ 
itical gpr rties share that view. 
Th * nouse passed the compromise 
labor bill, putting various curbs on 
strikes and unions, 320 to 79. T hat 
ii a four-to-one m ajority. 
The senate passed it 54 to 17, by 
better than a three-to-one tally.

The odd thine about the tax -bill veto 1* the way 
every body sees m erit in Mr. Trum an's ex planation, y t t 
doubts th at he Is using tlie rig ht ex planation. 
He say s this isn't the time to reduce tax es; that 
th is is the ttrne to make hay —while national income 
is hig h and tax es are easy to collect. He say s the na­ 
tional debt must be reduced in order to m aintain con­ 
fidence. 
But of course there's a lot more involved than the 
ease of tax collection and confidence in the g overn­ 
m ent’s financial soundness.

They arg ue th at Mr. Trum an's veto Is only a scheme 
to take cr *dit nex t y ear for cutting income tax es him ­ 
self and really has nothing to do with the reasons he 
is g iving . As far as that's concerned, the Republican 
I>oliry on tax ation seems to have less to do with the 
reasons they are talking about than it has to do with 
the campaig n promises they made last y ear. 


Tax es and politics are inseparable. Both parties are 
play ing politics. The q uestion is who's play ing the bet­ 
ter brand For once, the public seems to have i chance 
to win Since the tax bill was not passed over Mr. Tru- 
m aa's veto, Mr. Trum an probably will come out flat- 
footed nex t y ear ag ainst himself this y ear—and in­ 
come tax es will be a shade lower. In the meantime, if 
the Democrats w ant to reduce the national debt, they 
m ig ht help the Republicans find a few more places to 
cut the cotit of operating the g overnment.

The President's air safety board convenes none too 
soon and has its 
W' ork cut out for It Airline crashes 
cannot continue at their present rate if commercial 
aviation is to survive. In 16 day s 146 lives have been 
lost and the 1947 death toll Is more than double the 1946 
fig ure, despite the fact airlines are supposed to be 
g etting on an even postwar keel. 
Obviously some im portant improvements will have 
to be made If the record is to be bettered Structurally 
and mechanically , the DC-4’s, the backbone of com ­ 
mercial service, seem reliable and tnere is no indica­ 
tion they will be g rounded. From 1942 to 1945 they 
made 8 5,000 transoceanic crossing s with only three 
losses -two of those probably by enemy action 
The trouble seems to lie in navig ational errors, for 
In six of eig ht m ajor crashes this y ear planes have 
ilown into mountainsides. The Investig ators will do well 
to look Into the m iniature radar devices which have 
been perfected In recent m onths. Howard Hug hes has 
a small, inex pensive radar set which is reported to 
woik ex cellently In tests. 
Another source of accidents has been inadeq uate 
braking power when the plane encounters trouble dur­ 
ing the take-off run. Tills caused the May 29 crash 
at La G tiardia Field which claimed 43 lives. By re ­ 
tracting the landing g ear and "dum ping ” ¡he plane in 
such instances, it Is possible to h alt w ithin 500 feet 
without g reat damag e to the plane and w ith nothing 
more than a shaklng -up for most of the passeng ers. 
However, it is a complicated process to retract, the 
DC-4's landing g ear while th e plane is on the g round. 
'Hie board doubtless will consider valuable testim ony 
along this line which has been adduced at hearing s o:i 
the La G uardia crash.
